“Theres is another point which is 
enerully overlooked. Those people in 
Germany -who think of the time after the 
war must ‘begin to ahudder at a possible 
‘continuation of the Junker riyime. The 
junkers bave-no ideu of relinquishing any 
of their privileges, and it may be taken 
for grutted that they will coolly shift 
thetremendousburdencreated by'the war 
on to the shoulders of those lenat-able to 
bear them. ; Those who think gtherwise 
do not know these cavaliers. « 

“There is no other way of dealing with 
the ruling classes of Germany except by 
force. Thinking Germans’ recognizes
